The law provides a $10,000 fine 
and a maximum of five years in 
prison for disobedience.

to Jean Faircloth MacArthur, the FE 


hometown girl who became the 
General’s lady. 
Gen. Douglas j|=MacArthur, 
whose bride she became 14 years 
ago today, stood aside with son, 
Arthur, while she graciously and 
smilingly received the plaudits. 
The MacArthurs flew down 
from New York in the Constella- 
tion Bataan for their half-day 
visit. They landed at nearby 


Sewart Air Force Base at 11:58 


a.m. (St. Louis. time) and went 
through a fast schedule before 
starting the return flight to New 
York. 

This was the General's first 
visit to his wife’s former home. 
Like any other husband brought 
home to see the folks, he behaved 
the part. While the spotlight— 
and a broiling southern sun— 
fell on Mrs MacArthur, he stood 
in the background and spoke 
happily of the occasion as “a sec- 
ond honeymoon.” | 

The formality of the welcome 
ceremony at the air base melted 
under the broad smile and infor- 
mal greetings from the 52-year- 
old Jean. The General and 13- 
year-old Arthur brought up the 
rear. 

Then formality recouped. The 
official civilian welcoming group 
did the honors. And a 16-man 
air force “salutation” party — 
equivalent to the Army’s 17-gun 
salute—was presented. 

A motorcade brought the Mac- 
Arthurs the 12 miles to Murfrees- 
boro through long lines of Merry- 


decisively and at once at the 
seats of Soviet power. 

“We believe that the best path 

to peace is through building com- 
bined defenses for the free world 
sufficiently powerful to insure 
disaster for the aggressors if they 
launch a new world war.” 
To those who believe the atom 
mb is sufficient protection 
against any threat, the President 
said: “There is no weapon—no 
Maginot Line—that can make us 
secure. We must work together 
with other free nations. We must 
be prepared to use all the great 
resources of our economy to pro- 
duce whatever may be necessary 
for our protection and for the 
preservation of freedom through- 
out the world.” 


Details of Budget. 
The over-all figure was broken 
down into these sub-totals: 
$1,424,839,700 to pay for vari- 
ous projects Congress already 
has authorized. 


$56,179,414,690 of “new obli- 
gational authority” — meaning 
for direct expenditures and for 
letting of contracts for future 
payment. 

$4,500,000,000 to cover needs 
“for a large military public 
works program to be recom- 
mended soon for authorization.” 


This “breakdown” adds to more 
than 62 billions, but the pro- 
gram’s presentation as a $60,679,- 
414,690 one was accompanied by 
a footnote that the total “includes 
1950 authorizations made avail- 
able in 1951 and excludes re- 
appropriations and special ac- 
counts.” 

No details were given on the 
proposed military public works 
program. It presumably would

FAIR TRADE’ BILL OPPOSED

Nor would Govern- 
mental Research Institute have 
approved the increase if their in- 
dependent inquiry had not dem- 
onstrated the critical need for it.”

mean that inflationary pressures 
have been dissipated,” the Feder- 
al Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
said in its May monthly review, 
made public today. 

“An increasing proportion of 
our national effort will be di- 
verted to the production of de- 
fense goods,” the bank pointed 
out. “As the defénse ‘take’ in- 
creases, the inflationary problem 
is expected to intensify.” 

The slowing of price advances 
was attributed by the bank to 


price controls, credit restric- 

tions, growing inventories and 

lessened consumer demand. 
Post-Korean Price Rise. 

“The index of wholesale prices 
for all commodities was 183 per 
cent of 1926 early in April fol- 
lowing several weeks of relative 
stability,” the review continued. 
“At that level it was 2 per cent 
above the freeze level of Jan. 
23, however, and represented a 
post-Korean increase of 17 per 
cent.” 

Economies of- both the Eighth 
(St. Louis) Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict and of the nation were 
found by the bank at the end of 
the 1951 first quarter to be op- 
erating at “high and rising lev- 
els of production and employ- 
ment.” 

“Construction activity in the 
nation, in dollar volume, was 
larger in the first quarter than 
in any other first quarter of rec- 
ord,” the review stated. “St. 
Louis territory construction con- 
tract ‘awards were a third higher 
than in the same period of 1950. 

“The large output of civilian 
goods during recent months re- 
flected both the high level of 
current demand .and -the move- 
ment of goods into inventories. 
Retail. sales at department stores 
in March were less than ‘hoped 
for. By the standards of any 
previous year, however, sales 
were good—above 1950 levels in 
all but a few lines.”

HE great debate on our dilemma in Asia is tied to an equally 


T great imponderable. 


What are Communist intentions? 


Is the 


Moscow-Peiping axis definitely intent on precipitating a world 
war at a time of its own choosing or isn’t it? These are questions 
of critical concern to our political and military maneuvers in Asia. 


I asked a highly placed mili- 
tary man in Tokyo how things 
would stand in that theater if 
World War III were to break 
out tomorrow. 

answer was prompt and 
emphatic: 

“We would probably have to 
get the hell out of Korea—and 
fast.” 


It need hardly be pointed out 
that the main target of Com- 
munist ambitions in the Far East 
is not Korea or Formosa, but 
industralized Japan. 

There is always the danger, 
remote though it may be, that 
if the Russians were to strike 
suddenly with the full weight of 
their submarine and air power, 
Korea could conceivably become 
a trap for United Nations forces 
there and leave Japan seriously 
exposed. 

Shows Weakness in Korea. 

This is, of course, a “worst” 
contingency, and it must be as- 
sumed that our strategists have 
made the necessary calculations 
against it, but it does illustrate 
one of the weaknesses of our 
military commitment in Korea in 
light of the touchy world situa- 
tion. 


In Korea, for reasons best 
known to themselves, the Chi- 
nese and the North Koreans, with 
Soviet material aid, are engaged 
in an aggressive war. Outside 
Korea there is also evidence of 
Chinese-Soviet military prepara- 
tions, but whether these prepara- 
tions are part of a master plan 
for aggressive war or are simply 
precautionary is difficult to de- 
termine. Beyond the published 
terms of the Chinese-Soviet alli- 
ance, the extent of Soviet ma- 
terial and advisory help to the 


international issues are other 
straws in the wind. 

But diplomats and military ob- 
servers in the Far East differ on 
the motive behind these moves. 
Among non-Americans particular- 
ly there is a widely held view 
that the Chinese preparations are 
primarily defensive in character. 
They cite, for instance, the lay- 
ing out in South China of a se- 
ries of defense lines extending 
deep into the interior. These 
defenses, they point out, could 
have but one purpose—to fore- 
stall an attempted invasion of 
the South China mainland. 

Critical Year Ahead. 

Whatever the answer, military 
men agree that extreme vigilance 
will be necessary for the next 
12 months or so. This will be a 
critical period for Asia, as, in- 
deed, for all the world. 

With the United States grow- 
ing steadily in military power, 
the law of diminishing returns 
is already in operation against 
the Reds. 

Unquestionably the Chinese 
Communists have been hurt by 
their Korean adventure, but per- 
haps not so much as we would 
like to suppose. Their losses 
have been mainly in manpower 
and prestige. The manpower, at 
least, is replaceable. 

Correspondents recently re- 
turned from the Korean front are 
skeptical of claims that the 
United Nations forces have 
chewed up the “flower” of the 
Chinese Communist army, though 
nobody doubts that Chinese cas- 
ualties ‘have far exceeded their 


own expectations. Best proof of 
that is the heavy flow of wound- 
ed into China proper and the 
country-wide call for medical 
“volunteers” for Korean service. 


Chinese Communists remains 
largely secret. 

Enough information is filter- 
ing out of China, however, to 
indicate some of the major de- 
velopments. 


Airfields Being Built: 

On the military side, intelli- 
gence reports tell of extensive 
construction and improvement of 
airfields, with Soviet advisory 
help. 

Less definite information re- 
lates to the establishment of fa- 
cilities for Soviet submarines at 
several points along the China 
coast. The southernmost of these 
bases is reported to be in the 
making at Yulin, at the southern 
tip of Hainan island. From this 
point, off the coast of Indochina, 
Soviet submarines could range 
over a vast-area of Southeast 
Asian waters, including the ap- 
proaches to the vital British na- 
val base at Singapore. 

Stories of sighted submarines 
of. undetermined nationality are 
common as far south as Thailand. 
In most cases, however, the re- 
ports are sketchy and inconclu- 
sive, 

Everybody knows that there has 
been a heavy influx of Soviet ad- 
visors, military and civilian, into 
China in the last year. I have 
been unable to obtain a firm 
figure on their numbers, even 
from persons in the best position 
to know, but “reliable” estimates 
range all the way from 10,000 to 


Extensive Preparations. 
That the Chinese Communists 


are making country-wide prepara- 


Ex-Nationalists in Korea. 

It is perhaps significant that 
among the Chinese fighting in 
Korea there is a_ surprisingly 
high proportion of former Nation- 
alists, men who once fought un- 
der Chiang Kai-shek and later 
were incorporated into the Com- 
munist ranks. Such __ troops, 
though well mixed with old Com- 
munist regulars, are not, of the 
top category. 

More serious than battle losses 
to the Chinese Communists is the 
matter of prestige. Evacuees from 
China testify that the initial Chi- 
nese victories in Korea evoked 
an upsurge of enthusiasm among 
a large section of the population. 
This was followed by a let-down 
when it became evident that 
United Nations troops were not 
going to be swept easily into the 
sea. The loss of Seoul raised new 
doubts and caused some under- 
mining of confidence despite 
Communist efforts to gloss it over 
as a “voluntary withdrawal.” 

Importance of ‘Face.’ 

“Face” is so important to the 
Chinese Communists that those 
who know them deem it unthink- 
able they would accept any Ko- 
rean settlement that showed them 
up in the light of a loser. Like 
most successful dictatorships in 
history, the Peiping regime suf- 
fers from a mixture of self-con- 
ceit and self-deceit—a combina- 
tion that makes it a dangerous 
and unpredictable enemy, but 
which in the long run may prove 
its undoing. 5

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Truman Budget Text: U.S. Builds to Meet Military Threat 


WASHINGTON, 

April 30 (AP). 

Following is the text of Presi- 

dent Truman's letter submit- 

ting the Administration’s 

military budget for the year 
starting July 1: 


THE WHITE HOUSE, 
WASHINGTON, April 30, 1951. 
The Speaker of the House of 
Representatives: 

Sir: I transmit herewith for 
the consideration of the Congress 
by budget recommendations for 
the military functions of the de- 
partment of defense for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1952. 

My recommendations for ap- 
propriations amount to $57,604,- 
254,390, including $1,424,839,700 
to liquidate prior authorizations. 
The balance, $56,179,414,690, rep- 
resents new obligational author- 
ity. In addition, I am submitting 
an estimate of $4,500,000,000, 
which represents the funds 
needed in 1952 for a large mili- 
tary public works program to be 
recommended soon for authoriza- 
tion. This makes a total of $60,- 
679,414,690, compared to the 60- 
billion-dallar tentative estimate 
estimate contained in the Janu- 
ary budget for fiscal year 1952, 
and to the $47,590,608,844 which 
has been enacted or recom- 
mended for the current fiscal 


year. 
Revised Estimate. 
These recommendations for ap- 
propriations do not materially al- 
ter the estimates of expenditures 
made in January for fiscal years 
1951 and 1952. The revised esti- 
mate of expenditure for 1951 is 
19.4 billion dollars, compared to 
20 billion dollars carried in the 
January budget. For fiscal year 
1952, expenditures are estimated 
at 39.5 billion dollars compared 
to 40 billion dollars carried in the 
January budget. 
The major expansion in our de- 
fense expenditures is one part of 
our total program to enable us 
and the other free nations to save 
the world from another and more 
frightful global war. It is also a 
program to enable us, if general 
war should be thrust upon us, to 
halt the enemy’s forces and strike 
back decisively at the center of 
the enemy’s power. 
We are now meeting the savage 
thrust of Communist aggression 
in Korea. Our fighting men and 
those of our allies are today 
locked in battle with the armed 
forces of Soviet satellites. Our 
men are being supplied with the 
best in modern military equip- 
ment, supplies and ammunition. 

They are inflicting terrible 
punishment on the Communist 
armies. They have checked the 
plans of the Kremlin to extend 
Communist control to other 
parts of Asia. They have won 
time for the free nations te 
prepare. their defenses against 
the world-wide Soviet plan of 
world domination. 

The aggression in Korea is 
only part of the Kremlin strat- 
egy te achieve world domina- 
tion. The Soviet Union is pre- 
pared to use armed force else- 
where in the world, and is us- 
ing many other methods than 
military force to gain its ends. 
The struggle which the Krem- 
lin has initiated is global in scope, 
and involves almost every aspect 
of human endeavor. All the free 


be nations, wherever they may be, 


are affected by the aggressive de- 
signs of the despots in the Krem- 
lin. And they are affected not 
only by the military power these 


men control, but also by their 
attacks upon the economic, social 
and moral life of free men. 

To meet this threat the free 
world must strengthen its mili- 
tary defenses and its economic 
and social foundations. The free 
nations must carry the attack to 
the enemy in the realm of the 
minds and convictions of men. 

This budget estimate represents, 
therefore, but one of the parts of 
our national security program. 
Other parts have already been 
sent to the Congress, or will 
shortly be submitted. Last week I 
submitted proposals for needed 
legislation to enable our economy 
to carry out our defense produc- 
tion plans, Some time ago, I for- 
warded recommendations for the 
expansion of our campaign of 
truth. I expect shortly to submit 
an integrated program to help 
other free nations build up their 
military and economic strength 
in combination with ours. 

All these elements are es- 
sential to enable us to win the 
kind of struggle that the Krem- 
lin has brought about. Togeth- 
er, they constitute approximate- 
ly three-fourths of the total 
federal budget. 

In money terms, by far the 
largest part of this total secur- 
ity program is the cost of build- 

up our own military 
strength. The funds I am today 
recommending will carry for- 
ward the rapid build-up in mili- 
tary strength upon which our 
nation embarked, when the ag- 
gression in“Korea showed that 
the Soviet rulers were willing 
to push the world to the brink 
of a general war to get what

We are building our military 
strength in the way best calculat- 
ed to meet the military threat 
that confronts us. 

The major element in this 
threat is the military strength 
and military production of the 
Soviet Union. The armed forces 
of the Soviet Union today far 
exceed any reasonable defense 
requirements. Its economy is 


once at the seats of Soviet Pow- 
er. We believe that the best 
path to peace is through build- 
ing combined defenses for the 
free world sufficiently powerful 
to insure disaster for the ag- 
gressors if they launch a new 
world war. 
Our military program must be 
aimed at this central problem. 
We want to keep the conflict in 
Korea from spreading, if possible, 
because we are trying to stop ag- 
gression without starting a third 
world war. Furthermore, we need 
time to prepare our defenses to 
meet a general war if it is thrust 
upon us. ' 


Suppiies and equipment are 
now flowing to Korea in abundant 
quantity. More supplies for Ko- 
rea are in the pipeline. We will 
continue to send to Korea the 
arms -that are needed by our 
forces to repel agression in that 
area. 

The major emphasis of this 
budget estimate is upon building 
up our armed forces and our pro- 
ductive capacity toward the level 
of preparedness necessary in the 
event of all-out war. In addition 
to maintaining our forces on ac- 
tive duty, funds are provided for 
a war reserve of supplies and 
equipment and for the creation 
of a mobilization base—including 
reserve forces, military installa- 
tions, and industrial capacity—to 
enable us to mobilize quickly, if 
necessary, for an all-our war ef- 
fort. At the same time, the level 
of preparedness which this budget 
is designed to create is one which 
is well within our ability to main- 
tain for many years, if necessary. 

Flexible Planning. 

This budget is based on our 
estimate objectives. But our plan- 
ning must remain flexible. In 
the event of a change in the 
international situation, the pre- 
sent program may have to be 
substantially modified. 

The funds I am recommending 
today will finance the following 
elements of our armed strength. 
In the last 10 months, we have 


more than doubled the active 
strength of our armed forces. 
During the fiscal year 1952 we 
will reach our present goal of 
about 3.5 miliion men and women. 
These forces will steadily increase 
in combat readiness as those now 
in training status are assigned to 
combat units. 

For the Army, these funds 
will equip and maintain 18 divi- 
sions plus separate combat and 

units, The Navy, 
under these recommendations, 
will maintain and active fleet 
of 1161 ships. The Marine 
Corps will maintain two and 
one-third divisions and other 
supporting units. The Air Force 
will continue to build toward 
95 air wings. 

In addition to these forces on 
active duty, about 2,000,000 men 
and women will be in the military 
reserve and R.O.T.C. programs 
and the National Guard establish- 
ments. The value of the reserve 
forces has been proved again in 
recent months, as 520,000 reserves 
have been called for active duty. 
We shall continue to emphasize 
the training of more reserve 
forces. 

Most of the funds in this mili- 
tary budget will be spent for 
military equipment and supplies, 
and for constructing basis, camps, 
and other facilities. Of the total 
of 60.7 billion dollars of new obli- 
gational authority, about 43 bil- 
lion dollars is for procurement 
and construction. About 34.7 bil- 
lion dollars will be used to pur- 
chase heavy equipment such as 
ships, planes, tanks, artillery, 
trucks, ammunition, guided mis- 
siles, and electronics. Planes 
— total 14.5 billion dollars of 


This equipment will be of the 
most up-to-date kinds, and will 
substantially complete the pro- 
gram of modernizing the combat 
equipment of the armed forces. 

We shall, at the same time, con- 
tinue to step up the research and 
development program.

Consequently, Taylor will have 
his hands full trying to moderate 
wage boosts. He can’t hope to 
stop another round. The 10 per 
cent wage ceiling established by 
the old Wage Stabilization Board 
is already a dodo. A wage panel, 
named by Johnston, has approved 


a 6-cent-an hour cost-of-living ad- 
justment for non-operating rail- 
road employees. That award 
pierced the 10 per cent ceiling by 
3% cents. Taylor’s new Wage Sta- 
bilization Board will have no 
choice but to approve cost-of-liv- 
ing wage adjustments in other 
contracts. 

From now on, wage stabiliza- 
tion depends on price stabiliza- 
tion. The cost-of-living line 
must be held. That explains the 
desire of President Truman to 
fix farm parity prices for a year 
ahead. If food costs can be filat- 
tened out, the upward push of 
living costs on wages will tend 
te abate. 

But it’s fully as important to 
flatten out the profits curve. Un- 
doubtedly, that prompted John- 
ston’s order to Price Stabilizer 
Michael V. DiSalle to withhold 
price increases from industries 
that pay excess-profits taxes. 

The Johnston regulation is part 
of the new “get-tough” Adminis- 
tration policy. How effective it 
will be is another question. It 
puts DiSalle in the position of 
having to make tailored decisions 
on price relief for each industry 
at a time when his agency isn’t 
ready for it.

Only Seven Deficits. 

Higher prices and higher vol- 
ume enabled four out of every 
five companies in my tabulation 
to absorb higher wages and high- 
er taxes and come out with high- 
er earnings.

The N.A.A.C.P. Case 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


. As president of the St. Louis branch 
of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, I would 
like to reply to certain attacks which 
have been made in the press concerning 
our fight for first-class citizenship and 


full equality in the public schools. 


First, the N.A.A.C.P. is not against an 
increase in taxes to pay teachers’ sal- 
aries, because these funds will be 
needed in an integrated school pro- 
gram. We do not favor the bond issue 
for new schools, however, because: 

Segregation in any phase of Ameri- 
can life is discrimination in violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
United States Constitution. The old 
“separate but equal” and “substantially 
equivalent” doctrines have been thrown 
out the window by the United States 
Supreme Court. 


As the Kessler report pointed out, it 
is a waste of the taxpayers’ money to 
build additional school buildings if 
overcrowding in the colored schools 
could be eliminated by permitting col- 
ored pupils to attend the white schools 
which have vacant classrooms. Saddling 
the taxpayers with $17,000,000 to ex- 
pand a segregated school system is 


_ unchristian. 


~The St. Louis Board of Education has 
not done all that it could to accord full 
equality to the children of all tax- 
payers. Had the board supported meas- 
ures in the Legislature to eliminate 
segregation, it would not now be ask- 
ing for a $17,000,000 bond issue to build 
more segregated schools. 

The press has crusaded for unit con- 
trol. If the press would give equal sup- 
port to our efforts to obtain full equal- 
ity for all our future citizens, we would 
be able to realize our goal in short 
order. The N.A.A.C.P. is definitely 
interested in improving our St. Louis 
public schools, and stands ready and 
willing to support any and all measures 
which are fair to all citizens.

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Of the Utmost Importance 


St. Louis will vote tomorrow on just about 
the most important of all municipal issues: the 
future of its schools. No mayoral election, no 
referendum on a public improvement can be 
considered more important than the support of 
public education. For without good schools, we 
cannot have a good citizenry. | 

Happily, most of those going to the polls 
tomorrow have had the benefit of a better than 
average schooling. And, surely, they will want 
to extend this benefit to their children. As a 
matter of simple fairness, we trust that virtually 
every registered voter will mark a ballot for the 
increased school levy and the school building 
Such a vote is necessary to keep our 
standard of citizenship up to par. 

Unhappily, some people have reached rather 
hasty decisions against this increase in school 
revenues. Most of them have considered only 
the effect on théir own purses. If they look 
farther, we believe, they will reckon the benefits 
worth the price. The cost is low: less than a 
dollar a month for most taxpayers. The bene- 
fits are many. They include not only a slightly 
better wage for our hard-pressed teachers and 
the improvement and enlargement of the physi- 
cal plant of our schools. They also include an 
end to decay in what once was one of the na- 
tion’s model school systems. This means a 
check on delinquency and crime. It means, 
furthermore, those fundamentals of good order 
and sound thinking without which there can be 
little hope for democracy, for peace and for 
progress. 

- . . 

There will be two propusitions before the vot- 
ers tomorrow. To vote for Proposition No. 1, 
should strike the words: “Against the 
Levy.” In doing so, they will raise the school 
tax rate from 89 cents to $1.01 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. This increase is meant for 
better pay and pensions. A small part of it is 
intended to cover the increased cost of school 


they 


supplies. 

To show their approval of Proposition No. 2, 
the voters should scratch the words: “Against 
the Loan.” This will authorize the $17,230,000 
bond issue intended to meet only the most ur- 


gent of the school system’s building and remod- 
eling requirements. This would cost seven cents 
per $100 valuation, two cents of which already 
are being collected. This proposition requires 
a two-thirds majority, so there should be no 
complacent staying away from the polls. Every 
vote is needed. 

There has been a last-minute barrage of op- 
position propaganda, some of it coming from an 
organization not even listed in the telephone 
directory. Please do not be misled by state 
ments that the schools will get all the money 
they need without these two propositions: That 
is not true. All sources of income, actual and 
potential, were checked and double-checked be- 
fore these propositions were put on the ballot. 

. . ” : 

For this, the voters have the word of the 
Citizens’ Committee which spent a whole year 
carefully investigating our schools. They have 
the word of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Real Estate Board, the League of Women Vot- 
ers, the Urban League, the AFL, the CIO, and 
the many leaders of churches and of more than 
100 fraternal and civic organizations who have 
carefully studied the matter. These are not the 
recommendations of self-seeking politicians. 


‘And such politicians should not be allowed to 


block them. : 

In the last year or so, there has been a very 
welcome revival of interest in our schools. Al- 
ready it has led to improvement in the member- 
ship of the Board of Education, and to the in- 
troduction in the Legislature of a bill which 
would permit more efficient and economical ad- 
ministration of school business. It promises fur- 
ther improvements in public education. 

It will be impossible, however, to realize any 
of these without the necessary funds. Indeed, 
without a favorable vote on both propositions, 
the only prospect is for decay and degeneration. 


A vote against these modest increases in 
school revenues—increases which would still 
leave the school tax rate at less than half of the 
average rate in the County—would be a vote 
against progress, a vote against our children, a 
vote against the future of the community.

A Study in Negotiation 

It is an amazing story the State Department 
tells of the intricate and protracted negotiations 
leading to the release of Robert A. Vogeler 
from Hungary. 

Vogeler was convicted of espionage in Feb- 
ruary, 1950, but apparently the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment was willing to consider his release 
almost immediately. Negotiations were vir- 
tually completed by last June. Then a rumor 
was published that in return for Vogeler’s re- 
lease Hungary was demanding the return of the 
crown of St. Stefan. The Vatican raised strenu- 
ous protests, and the negotiations bogged down. 

As a matter of fact, Hungary had not demand- 
ed the return of the crown. But several months 
after the false reports to this effect, Hungary 
did. The demand was rejected. In the end, 
Vogeler was released when the United States 


agreed to revoke the measures it had taken in 


protest against his arrest—the closing of Hun- 
garian consulates and the ban on American 
travel in Hungary—and further agreed to return 
Hungarian property taken by the Nazis. 

The State Department used both a carrot and 
a stick to get the final agreement. For persua- 
sion it eliminated Voice of America frequency 
interference with Budapest radio, and for threat 
it announced that Hungarian booty taken by the 
Nazis would be sold unless an agreement was 
reached by April 30. 

Those who have come to think of all negotia- 
tion with Iron Curtain countries as. “appease- 
ment” will no doubt describe the Vogeler case 
in those terms. On the contrary, it is a good 
case history in the value of patience, firmness, 
and willingness to reach an honest accommoda- 
tion of differences. 

Each side “appeased” the other in one sense, 
but in a broader sense each side achieved some- 
thing in its own interest, and neither gave up 
anything of real value to itself. Areas of agree- 
ment like this may be hard to find, but the 
continuous search for them is worth while. 
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The Persian Crisis Worsens 


Washington and London bear a major portion 
of the responsibility for the crisis gripping Iran. 
The free world failed to shore up one of the 
weakest and most crucial areas between East 
and West, as our Washington correspondent, 
Wallace R. Deuel, made clear in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 

And now the corrupt Iranian parliament, 
dominated by big landlords and merchant 
princes who are waging a bitter, violent struggle 
agains the Shah’s efforts to help the people, has 
taken the bit in its teeth, forced the resignation 
of pro-Western Premier Hussein Ala, and com- 
pelled the appointment of the extreme national- 
ist, Mohammed Mossadegh, as his successor. 

The immediate issue is nationalization of oil, 
Persia's main resource. . The flames now are 
being fanned by violently reactionary religious 
nationalism. But the ultimate stakes are 
whether East or West is to control the entire 
Middle East and eastern Mediterranean, and the 
Middle Eastern oil which plays a vital role in 
the economy of the free world. 

Mossadegh is against all foreigners. But if he 
goes through with his plan to nationalize Persia's 
oil immediately, the Kremlin well could be the 


to the peasants. But he still has not received 
from the free world the assistance he should 
have if the Middle East is not to fall to the 
Kremlin. 
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What a Duff Might Do 


Personalities stand above principles in the vital 
field of foreign relations. The sad truth of this 
was only too well documented by Raymond P. 
Brandt, our chief Washington correspondent, in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Reviewing the history of American postwar 
foreign policy, Mr. Brandt showed that with the 
strong as well as moderating influence of the 
Jate Arthur Vandenberg of Michigan gone, both 
sides now are guilty of putting personal consid- 
erations first. At the bottom of this is political 
ambition. 


Thus, as the Brandt survey showed, Senator 
Fulbright of Arkansas, a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, is more than willing to 
work with the Truman Administration on these 
important issues. Yet Mr. Truman is displeased 
at Senator Fulbright for the RFC disclosures. 
The President apparently is not able to set aside 
his pique over the RFC embarrassment in order 
that his administration may enjoy in full the 
help of Senator Fulbright on foreign affairs. 

On the G.O.P. side Taft, Wherry, McCarthy, 
Capehart and Jenner are moving to fill the 
several openings left by the death of Vanden- 
berg. All seek personal prestige. All are per- 
sonally most ambitious. If they take over, the 
Republican party will, as Mr. Brandt pointed 
out, have been turned away from the Vandenberg 
road and that followed by Willkie and Dewey. 
Then the G.O.P. will have set itself back. 

Surely this will not happen without a battle. 
There are qualified Republicans in the Senate 
who surely will step up now to hold their party 
on the forward course. Among others, new Sen- 
ator Duff of Pennsylvania stands out. True, he 
is not a member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, but that is not an indispensable connec- 
tion. Warren Austin proved a Senator may be- 
come a leader in foreign affairs by study and 
devotion to the problem. 

In recent years, the new Senators who have 
made marks in their first session have been 
Democrats—Kefauver of Tennessee, Douglas of 
Illinois, Humphrey of Minnesota, McMahon of 
Connecticut. Why should not a new Republican 
come to the fore? James Duff is no freshman 
even though he is a Senate newcomer. He has, 
so it will appear to many citizens, an outstanding 
opportunity.

Ellen Knauff, the refugee war bride who 
has been knocking importunately at this 
country’s gates for nearly three years— 
two of them spent in custody on Ellis 
Island—continues to trouble the con- 
science of the American people. 


She was barred from this country arbi- 
trarily by the Department of Justice, on 
the basis of secret information—and would 
have been summarily sent back to Europe 
if Congress and the 
Supreme Court had 
not intervened to 
stay her deportation. 
She was grudgingly 
given a belated hear- 
ing by a special im- 
migration board. 

Under the law, the 
burden of proof was 
upon her. She had 
to refute charges 
made by a Czech 
major that she had 
served the Czech 
oe — 
ment as a spy. e . 
Immigration Board Francis Walte 
ruled that she had failed to do so. But 
its ruling, however justified under the 
immigration law, will scarcely set at rest 
the fears expressed in Congress and the 
press that she is the victim of malicious 
falsehoods, 


As Eugene Havas pointed out in a re- 
cent letter to this newspaper, “anyone 
familiar with the quarrels among the 
emigres of the small central European na- 
tions now dominated by the Communists 
knows that they often exaggerate their 
stories in order to get advantages from 
the American % 

“One of the most prized of these advan- 
tages is admittance to this country, which 
many of these refugees try to obtain by 
accusing others of their own nationals in 
order to ingratiate themselves with well- 


meaning United States officials who can- 
not be expected to know all the intricacies 
of the personal and professional jealousies 
of these emigres.” 


There is nothing far-fetched about this 
possibility. Just the other day, for exam- 
ple, George Voskovec, a Czech comedian 
and dramatist known for his jibes at all 
forms of totalitarianism, was admitted to 
the United States after having been de- 
tained at Ellis Island for 10 months as a 
security risk. 

He was, like Mrs. Knauff, denied even a 
hearing, until December 1950. The source 
of his difficulty, he believes, is that Czech 
refugees who had been jealous of his posi- 
tion with UNESCO, and others who had 
been offended by his customary barbs 
against bureaucrats, circulated rumors 
that he was a Communist sympathizer, At 
any rate, the immigration officials finally 
came to the conclusion in this case that 
the charges against him were false. 

- We do not pretend to pass upon the 
merits of the charges concerning Mrs. 
Knauff. But we believe emphatically that 
they should be sifted thoroughly. The 
background of her principal accuser, who 
continued to serve the Czech Communists 
for some weeks after they took over the 
government in Prague, invites suspicion. 

The body best equipped to give this 


. whole case the kind of scrutiny it deserves 


is the House Judiciary Subcommittee on 
Immigration, made up of experienced law- 
yers and chaired by Representative Fran- 
cis Walter. 

When the subcommittee looked into the 
matter last year, it recommended unani- 
mously that the House adopt a private bill 
granting Mrs. Knauff entry to the United 
States. The House did so. We hope-that 
the Immigration Subcommittee will hold 
hearings on the case again, subpena wit-

His Speed Was a Legend. 


ARNEY is a_ completely 
B charming young man, tall, 

fair and handsome, sincere 
and smiling and extraordinarily 
gifted. He can do anything 
with a baseball except hit a tar- 
get. Before he ever saw Ebbets 
Field his speed was a legend in 
the Brooklyn organization and 
it became a figure of speech, a 
standard of comparison. 

Dodger scouts were talking 
about him in 1943 before he 
was brought up from Durham, 
N. C., via Montreal, and when 
he went off to war after ap- 
pearing in Brooklyn briefly 
that season, it was his name 
they always used when describ- 
ing some other bright prospect. 
“Almost as fast as Barney” be- 
came the Brooklyn substitute 
for all the superlatives in the 
language. 

In the beginning, his wild- 
ness worried nobody but the 
hitters. Many great pitchers 
were wild in their youth. Ulti- 
mately they developed control, 
just as Barney developed con- 
trol in 1948. That year he won 
15 games for the Dodgers. He 
pitched a no-hit, no-run vic- 
tory over the Giants, the Na- 
tional League’s only no-hitter 
of the year, with guys like 
Johnny Mize, Sid Gordon, 
Whitey Lockman, Bobby Thom- 
son and Walker Cooper swing- 
ing for the Polo Grounds’ Han- 
dy fences. | 

By the standards traditional- 
ly used to assay pitchers, Bar- 
ney was a success. That is, his 
total of innings pitched exceed- 
ed the total of hits allowed, his 
strikeouts outnumbered his 
bases on balls. Only Pittsburgh 
and Boston, the pennant win- 
ner, beat him oftener than he 
beat them. 

He had found the: winning 
combination. But then he mis- 
laid it. He has not found it 
again. Diagnosis, special treat- 
ment, private instruction, ex- 
perimenting, tinkering, psycho- 
analysis, faith-healing and voo- 
dooism have failed.

peace was presented tcday for 
approval of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The proposed policy, statement,

meeting here, ¢alled for a Soviet- 
American effort to reach “truly 
effective solutions—not mere pa- 
per agreements. 

“The United States must con- 
vince the world and especially its 
Allies of its sincere desire for 
peace and insist that the Soviet 
Union offer adequate proof that 
it has a similar desire,” said the 
draft resolution. 

The resolution on Russia was 
submitted by the chamber’s com- 
mittee on policy after clearance 
by the board of directors. The 
membership vote will be taken 
Wednesday, the final day of the 
meeting. ’ 

A statement approving Ameri- 
can aid to Marshal Tito’s Yugo- 
slav government was offered as a 
companion resolution. It assert- 
ed that the Communist states out- 
side Russia are a hazard to this 
country to the extent they becore 
tools — “sometimes unwilling 
tools’—of Russian policy. 

“Wherever possible the United 
States should encourage govern- 
ments of Communist states out- 
side the U.S.S.R. to think and act 
for themselves in the true inter- 
ests of their own peoples and a 
peaceful world order,” 
posed statement said. 

Approval of a rapid and vigor- | 
ous United States mobilization 
program was taken for granted. 

In his keynote address, Otto A.

RS. FINEGAN happened to 
draw one of the largest itin- 
eraries any “Supreme,” as 
she refers to her office, has ever 
had, because of an addition of 75 
new shrines to her allotment.

“There have been many touch- 
ing cases,” she continued. “There 
was one case of a family whose 
home burned to the ground.

Mrs. Finegan’s interest 
came about naturally, as her fath- 
er was a 32nd degree Mason and 
her husband has been an active 
Mason, but her interest was mod- 
erate until she became active in 
designing costumes for the Life 


of Christ pageant portrayed by 
the White Shrine of Jerusalem. 

She served her first appointive 
office in 1937, then an elective 
office to a subordinate chair for 
five years. In 1946 she was 
elected to the Supreme Shrine, 
after which it was only a question 
of stepping up one place each 
year, in order, from Supreme 
Worthy Guide to Supreme Wor- 
thy Shepherdess, Supreme Wor- 
thy ' Chaplain, Supreme Noble 
Prophetess, to Supreme Worthy 
High Priestess. Since the order 
is for men and women, serving 
with the Supreme Worthy High 
Priestess is the Supreme Watch- 
man of Shepherds, this year An- 
drew Rapp of Morton, Ill. His 
duty is to organize new shrines. 

“I believe it was after the 
White Shrine added its ‘material 
objective’ that I really became 
interested,” says Mrs. Finegan. 
“I felt that this charity made it 
worth while to take time away 
from business.” 


In the costume business since 
1922, Mrs. Finegan was formerly 
a secretary in rail and steel busi- 
ness offices. Her husband was 
an insurance man, until the cos- 
tume business became such a 
growing concern that he gave up 
his job to work in the business.

Names of Diseases

ID you ever notice that the first thing you want to find 
[pou about a person is his name? You don‘t want to have 

to say, “Hey you.” Most new babies are named even 
before birth. So it is with other things. It is basic human 
nature to want a name, a handle, or a tag by which to 
identify what we are talking about. 

So it is with disease. Because of this, sometimes diseases 
acquire names that don’t really mean anything except possibly 
that the disease is identified by the name of the doctor dis- 
coverer. Examples of this kind are rife such as Banti’s 
disease, named after an Italian physician of the nineteenth 
century. 


* * * 

SOMETIMES TAGGING a disease with the doctor’s name 
is a shorter way, such as Grave’s disease. This is shorter than 
saying toxic goiter with exophthalmos (bulging eyes). 

Or, the disease name may be just a way of saying that 
the cause is unknown. This applies to diseases with the words 
“essential” or “ideopathatic” in front of them. Some sort 
of name is necessary. 

A similar situation holds true with the various virus X’s. 
Any time a seemingly infectious or epidemic disease occurs 
that seems to be due to a virus, some physician or newswriter 
will eventually call it virus X. X simply represents the un- 
known, just as it does in high school algebra. 

* x *. 

TWICE RECENTLY, you have read about virus X disease. 
During the winter of 1947-1948, Californians suffered from 
influenza-like symptoms or severe stomach and intestinal up- 
sets. This was called virus X disease. Later, doctors found 
that many of these cases were due to infection with in- 
fluenza virus A prime. It has been suggested that glamour- 
seeking Hollywoodites preferred to be ill from a mysterious 
and new virus X.instead of the more plebeian influenza virus. 

Since then, similar outbreaks have occurred in New York 
and elsewhere. These too were called virus X disease. How- 
ever, except for results of a few experiments suggesting a 
virus origin, the causes of these outbreaks are still unknown. 

Although it’s handy to label seemingly virus diseases as 
caused by virus X, such naming isn’t designed to fool anyone 
into believing the virus has been identified.

M'‘Arthur and the New Jap Constitution 


‘General Wanted Reforms so Every Citizen Will Have Stake in Nation When U.S. Occupation Ends 


By John Gunther 


Following is the fourteenth in- 
stallment condensed from the 
book, “The Riddle of MacArthur,” 
published by Harper and Bros. 
and copyright 1951 by John 
Gunther. The book, a current best 
seller, was written some months 
previous to President Truman’s 
dismissal of Gen. MacArthur. 


HE Allied powers have no le- 
T gal right in Japan except that 

we are empowered to occupy 
it until it fulfills the terms of 
the Potsdam Declaration. The 
original United States directive 
to Gen. Douglas MacArthur asks 
merely that we “bring about the 
eventual establishment of a peace- 
ful and responsible government. 
. . which should conform as 
closely as may be to principles 
of democratic self government.” 

Immediately after the occupa- 
tion began it became necessary 
to work out changes in the con- 
stitution. In October 1945, the 
Supreme Conimander summoned 
Ex-Prime Minister Konoye ‘who 
later killed himself) and “sug- 
gested” that Japan should “liber- 
alize” its old Meiji constitution. 
The Japanese Government set up 
a committee which took the de- 
cision not merely to revise the 
old document but to start from 
scratch and draft one altogether 
new. After this, however, as if 
terrified by its boldness, it stalled, 
beat around the bush, and got 
nothing done. 

MacArthur called in Gen. Whit- 
ney and said, in effect, “That 
committee is not catching its cue. 
They’re not moving. Step in and 
help them out.” Thereupon mem- 
bers of the Japanese committee 
and American personnel of Whit- 
ney’s section, mostly legal ex- 
perts, met every day in the Dai- 
Ichi and tussled until they got 
a draft. The actual drafting was 
for the most part done by Whit- 
ney’s deputy, Charles L. Kades, 
who has now returned to legal 
practice in New York. 

One curious point is that the 
entire constitution is an amend-~ 
ment to the old one, which it 
abolishes. This was a bright idea 
of MacArthur’s. He wanted to 
emphasize the principle of con- 
tinuity. ees 

Before the new constitution 
could be promulgated it had to 
be approved by the Emperor. 
Prime Minister Shidehara timidly 
went to MacArthur, and asked, 
“How will he (the Emperor) take 
it?” 

MacArthur replied, “Mr. Prime 
Minister, have no fear. You will 
find that when the Emperor sees 
‘tthe draft he will like it very 
much.”

HE constitution was duly pro- 

mulgated, and soon went into 

effect. Militarism and war as 
an instrument of national policy 
were formally outlawed by the 
constitution. Japan is, I believe, 
the only country in the world for- 
bidden by its own organic law to 
make war. 

Gen. MacArthur, it is generally 
believed, wrote this into the draft 
constitution with his own hand. 
He has said jubilantly that it 
would be impossible for the Japa- 
nese to rearm themselves for a 
hundred years. 

Before SCAP, women had no 
political, legal or ecohomic rights 
in Japan; their position is vastly 
different now. Full and free wom- 
en’s suffrage was enacted, and 
thousands upon thousands of 
women who had never voted in 
their lives went to the polls. In 
the first general election under 
the occupation (April 1946), wom- 
en won no fewer than 39 seats 
in the Diet. MacArthur greeted 
each with a message of individual 
congratulation. The law limits 
overtime for women workers, re- 
stricts night work in certain in- 
dustries, gives generous leave for 
illness and pre-maternal care, and 
embodies the principle of equal 
pay for equal work. There are 
even women police—1900 so far. 

Population, a problem in any 
hungry country, is a terrific prob- 
lem in Japan. The population was 
82,600,000 in October 1949, and 
is now estimated to be 83,500,000. 
The birth rate is the highest in 
the world, and has touched 34.76 
per thousand. Meantime the death 
rate, as a result of modern sani- 
tation and health control brought 
in by SCAP, has sunk from a 
prewar average of 17.3 to 11.6. 
All this serves to make birth con- 
trol an acutely important and 
controversial issue. 

New laws passed under SCAP 
have stimulated the birth-control 
movement strongly. Every prefec- 
ture is, by law, supposed to main- 
tain at least one "Marriage Con- 
sultation Office,” where women 
(or men) receive free instruction 
in contraception. Contraceptives 
are big business in Japan; more 
than 15 million items per month

are sold. Abortion is, under cir- 
cumstances, quite legal. 

MacArthur’s own view on birth 
control is that, roughly, the 
Japanese passed their own law 
and should be allowed to make it 
work. There was considerable out- 
cry when he refused to give Dr. 
Margaret Sanger permission to en- 
ter Japan. His aides explain this 
by saying that he did not wish 
non-Japanese to arouse contro- 
versy on a question the Japanese 
should settle for themselves. 

The chief of the Public Health 
and Welfare Section of SCAP is 
a remarkable officer, Brig. Gen. 
Crawford F. Sams. If a character 
like Sams were discovered by 
some journalist in Iceland, say, or 
Libya, books would be written 
about him. Yet not one American 
in ten million has ever heard his 
name. 

Gen. Sams has superintended 
operations unprecedented in the 
whole field of public health the 
world over. For instance a small- 
pox epidemic broke out in Japan 
in 1946, with 17,000 cases. What 
happened thereafter is described 


laconically in a SCAP report: 
“The mass immunization of the. 
entire population together with 
the routine vaccination and re- 
vaccination of all infants and 
school children has eliminated 
smallpox as a major health prob- 
lem.” 
=|. 


WICE our medical service ad- 
ministered vaccination to 
something like 80,000,000 per- 
sons. Nothing on this scale has 
ever been known to medical his- 
tory before. Gen. Sams has or- 
ganized 80,000 Japanese to staff 
some 800 health center district 
(whereas before the occupation 
exactly two sanitary engineers 
existed in the whole of Japan), 
and no fewer than 60,000 six-man 
teams work out of these centers. 
MacArthur never ceases to keep 
in mind that there will be a 
peace treaty some day, and that 
SCAP will then terminate. He 
wants to leave a situation in 
which every Japanese will have 
some sort of investment, however 
small, in the total jife of the na-

The Constitution specifically 
states that all people have the 
right to work, and that labor may 
organize and bargain collectively. 

As early as 
October, 1945, MacArthur “in- 
structed” the prime minister to 
encourage unionization. Though 
strikes are certainly not encour- 
aged I heard Americans in Tokyo 
say that Japanese labor laws 
were so far advanced in protec- 
tion of workers that they are 
“twenty years ahead of those in 
the United Sttaes.” 

As to the land reform the Su- 
preme Commander himself states 
that “it is the most successful 
experiment of its kind in his- 
tory.” <A total of 4,649,586 acres 
has been bought from former 
proprietors by the government, 
and 4,571,698 acres of this has 
been distributed to small tenant 
farmers. Properties worth 49 bil- 
lion yen have been transfrred 
from their former owners into 
33,000 agricultural co-operatives 
which, as of today, have 8,200,000 
members. 

Early in the occupation, SCAP 
ordered the Japanese Govern- 
ment to break up forthwith the 
great family monopolies. Fifty- 
seven men from eight families 
were designated (11 of the 57 


were Mitsuis), their securities 
taken over for disposal, and their 
active participation in responsible 
industrial and commercial posi- 


. tions restricted. Ejighty-three 


other large industrial combines 
and holding companies were 
broken up—32 of these were 
completely liquidated. MacAr- 
thur’s explanation of his motive 
is that it was to “permit a wider 
distribution of income and of 
ownership of the means of pro- 
duction and trade.”

VEN after the outbreak of the 

Korean war the disposition in 

Tokyo was to treat the matter 
as a new border “incident,” noth- 
ing more. MacArthur minimized 
the importance of the event and 
told a departing newspaperman 
not to bother to stay to cover it. 
The United States had no legal 
commitment whatever to defend 
the Republic of Korea. Our mor- 
al and ethical obligation was, 
however, indisputable, and this 
had been reinforced by an off- 
the-cuff remark by MacArthur to 
Dr. Syngman Rhee, the South 


Korean President, in 1949. See-. 


ing him off at the airport Mac- 
Arthur patted the old man on the 
back .and declared, in substance, 
“You can depend upon it that I 
will defend South Korea as I 
would defend the shores of my 
own native land.” 


MacArthur did not have any 
political or military responsibility 
whatever for Korea after Aug. 15, 
1948. It is only fair to state this 
with emphasis inasmuch .s sev- 
eral of his critics have sought to 
lay to his door some responsibil- 
ity for our negligent intelligence. 
Korea was not part of his domain. 
On the other hand, as commander 
in chief of the Far East Com- 
mand, he might well have given 
developments in Korea a more 
penetrating scrutiny than he did. 

On June 27, 1950 (Washington 
time), came President Truman's 
historic announcement commit- 
ting us to the defense of Korea. 
MacArthur got his instructions 
from the Joint Chiefs, just as any 
other general in the field should, 
in a long “conversation” held on 
the teletype. He avas, in the words 
of a witness, “completely sur- 
prised at the decision, but grati- 
fied because it reflected positive 
policy and action.” | 


MacArthur too! off on the first 
of his inspection trips to the 
Korean front on June 29. He did 
not know where his plane, the 
Bataan, would land; moreover the 
weather was extremely bad. Lt. 
Gen. Stratemeyer, chief of the 
Far East Air Force, strenuously 
tried to persuade him not to go. 
MacArthur’s reply was, “We go.” 

We had a talk with Stratemeyer 
a few days later. It he ever need- 
ed to be sold on MacArthur, he 
was sold now. 

“He’s the greatest leader, the 
greatest commander, and the 
greatest hero in American his- 
tory,” Stratemeyer said.

De- 
clarer put up the king from 
dummy, led the low spade to his 
king and finessed on the return 
to dummy’s spade jack, then 
cashed the spade ace. 


At this point it was vital to 
overtake the diamond jack in or- 
der to lead a club toward dum- 
my, but South ‘as he explained 
later) was afaraid that the dia- 
mond suit would not break and 
that he might be laying himself 
open to a substantial penalty.
